Professor  Mario  Montessori,  Director  General  of  the 
Association  Montessori  Internationale,  Amsterdam, 
Holland,  was  a guest  at  Avila  from  April  1 4 to  16,  where  he 
lectured  and  tested  seniors  majoring  in  pre-school 
education.  A reception  honoring  him  and  Mrs.  Montessori, 
on  the  evening  of  April  15,  brought  many  educators  to  the 
campus. 

Dr.  Montessori  came  to  the  United  States  about  a month 
ago  to  take  part  in  the  activities  in  Washington,  D.  C., 
celebrating  the  centenary  of  the  birth  of  his  mother,  Dr. 
Maria  Montessori,  who  developed  the  innovative  system  of 
educating  children  which  is  now  known  as  the  Montessori 
method.  He  worked  with  his  mother  in  developing  pre- 
school programs  for  many  years  before  her  death  in  1952. 
While  at  Avila,  he  awarded  AMI  teaching  certificates  to 
successful  senior  examinees. 

His  son,  Dr.  Mario  M.  Montessori,  Jr.,  Associate  Secretary 
of  the  International  Psychoanalytical  Association,  also  took 
part  in  the  programs  in  Washington,  D.  C.,  in  early  April, 
honoring  the  late  educator. 

Miss  Lena  Wikramaratne,  West  Coast  representative  of 
the  American  Montessori  Association  and  director  of  the 
Montessori  teacher-training  program  at  Avila,  was  in 
Kansas  City  for  the  visit  of  the  Montessoris.  Miss 
Wikramaratne,  former  coworker  with  the  founder  of  the 
Montessori  method,  conducts  her  own  Montessori  School 
for  pre-schoolers  in  Palo  Alto,  California.  She  commutes 
monthly  to  Avila  College  for  conferences,  lectures,  and 
experience  sessions  with  the  Avila  education  majors. 

The  Montessoris  returned  to  Amsterdam,  April  16.

One-Week  Institute  July  6 to  10,  from  9:30  to  3 
(1  credit) 

Two-Week  Institute  July  6 to  17,  from  1:30  to  3 (1 
credit)  This  institute  is  a creative  effort  to  get  beyond  the 
fact  of  war  to  the  roots  of  peace.  The  biological,  historical, 
and  philosophical  factors  which  govern  war  will  be  ex- 
plored. The  consequences  of  nuclear  war  will  be  examined, 
and  some  of  the  prerequisites  of  world  peace  will  be 
determined. 

Since  war  is  man's  invention,  man  can  replace  it  with 
peace  whenever  he  wills  to  do  so.  This  institute  will  be  a 
concentrated  effort  to  see  the  intellectual  bones  of  the 
problem  and  to  create  the  incentive  to  work  at  a solution.
